The direct 
cause reported was the extravagance of Prince 
Nicholas and his attempt to abolish the consti- 
tution. 





From week to week, the United States courts 
are quietly defining principles of far-reaching im- 
portance. In a North Carolina case on April 30, 
the United States Supreme Court decided that the 
Railroad Commission of that State has full pow- 
er to direct a railroad or other carrier to furnish 
facilities “which it is part of the carrier's gen- 
eral duty to furnish for the service of the pub- 
lic.” It also ruled in effect that the plea of not 
being able to afford to supply such facilities is 
not a defense against such an order, though facts 
in connection with it may be important in the de- 
cision of whether or not the order is reasonable. 
The two points established are that the order 
must be reasonable and if reasonable, that it 
must be obeyed up to the limit of the obligation 
to the public, which, the court says, is ‘“‘cotermin- 
ous with the powers of the corporation.” In 
passing on rebate cases, the United States Court 
of Appeals makes it clear that the law operates 
against its violators without the need for show- 
ing that there was a “criminal intent’ in its vio- 
lation. Regardless of intentions, good or bad, the 
published rate must be adhered to. 





- According to Saturday’s telegrams from Balti- 
more, Johns Hopkins University has advices from 
Sir William Ramsay, the celebrated English 
chemist, announcing that he has produced “cop- 
per sulphate” from the three “elements” sodium, 
lithium and potassium. On its face, this is a 
claim to the greatest possible discovery, that of 
the “transmutation of metals’ for which the Mid- 
dle Ages sought the “philosopher’s stone.” The 
possibility is that if copper is thus produced from 
three “elements” one or the other of them may 
hereafter be proven to be an obscure salt of cop- 
per. This would be an important discoVery, but 
to produce copper itself from substances not its 
salts would be the beginning of another revolu- 
tion in civilization, a demonstration that all the 
metals may be produced “synthetically” and of 
the theory now held by some chemists that all 
the so-called “elements” are varying forms of 
one original element. In the presence of. such a 
demonstration, all great discoveries hitherto 
made would take second rank in practical im- 
portance. 
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UNFINISHED LEGISLATION. 
Amendments providing for inspection by a 
legislative committee of all accounts rendered by 
contractors having been adopted, there should be

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PROGRESS AND A PERCENTAGE. 

The United States have done more than any 
other country in the world to encourage money- 
making inventions by law. As a result, the lead 
in these inventions which the country began to 
take notoriously as far back as the time of Morse, 
or even of Fulton, is still maintained: so notori- 
ously that no country of Europe compares with 
the United States in practical results of improve- 
ment from such inventions. ; 

Two points are to be noted in this connectién. 

There is first the fact, that almost as notorious as 
our progressive invention, that the great benefits 
of exclusive sale offered by law to the inventor are 
seldom enjoyed by the original inventor himself. 
The second is even more important, though, as it 
is humiliating to our pride, it is generally left in 
obscurity. It is that the greatest of our inven- 
tions depend on principles, not discovered but 
‘only applied mechanically by our inventors. 
The most revolutionary effects of progress as 
4t shows itself in the actual improvement of the 
life of all classes depend first of all on the dis- 
covery of principles, so well defined that they 
have only to bé expressed by mechanical means 
to define themselves in results which have prac- 
tically no limit for good. : 

Writing in Sctence on the work of the French 
chemist, Berthelot, Prof. Charles A. Doremus 
shows what power over civilization may be ex- 
erted by the life of a single man, devoted sys- 
tematically to discovering and defining the prin- 
ciples of progress. Between his birth in 1827 and 
his death in 1907, Berthelot’s life of 80 years 
stands for a period in the world’s history as dis- 
tinct as the life of Franklin. It is the new era of

later life which made him, in the eyes and hearts 
of his supporting public, one of the great men 
of France, one of the greatest men of the cliv- 
ilized world, a man whom France delighted to 
honor. This may have pleased him, even when 
he felt no longer in the need of it. If he felt 
above it, he accepted it for the sake of those who 
would come after him. 

To understand the bearing of such a case on ‘the 
improvement of life, it is not necessary to under- 
take to follow Berthelot or any other man who 
works for prineiple through his processes to his 
results. When we get Berthelot’s results as they 
are now finding fuller and fuller expression in 
Seneral comfort, the money made on them, if 
Berthelot had been paid even a small “royalty” 
on that worked out of his single brain in “prac- 
tical” benefits for millions of people, might have 
piled his laboratory high with such gold medals 
as grateful France struck in his honor. But he 
worked neither for money nor for medals and he 
was rewarded by neither. He had his reward in 
what he had asked—in increasing grasp of the 
Principles of progress such as no one else had had 
before him. For this work, France gave him the 
“right of way,” free and open to the end, because 
whether it understood detail or not, it had come 
to understand that such work is not only the 
highest, but the most practical which can be done 
at all. 

The question of whether we have come or are 
likely soon to come to such an understanding in 
the United States, is as serious as it 1s practical. 
Men who work “for progress and a percentage,” 
we understand and reward more highly than they 
are rewarded elsewhere in the world. But have 
we lost or are we likely soon to lose, the old me- 
dieval suspicion that men who work for principle, 
for progress without a percentage, are “cranks,” 
charlatans, “heretics” or in some other way 
aliens, perhaps dangerous to our organized life 
and hostile to its purposes?

SELF-WINDING ELECTRIC CLOCKS. 
Telephone Companies are now furnishing their sub- 
scribers at @ small annual rental self-winding elec- | 

tric clocks that give absolutely accurate time. 

The clocks can be placed anywhere in the house, | 
and are connected to the telephone wires. 

The telephone clock never stops, for it never runs 
down, and should it vary a second or two in & hours 
it will be correct again within a few hours, for 
each day all the telephone clocks in the city are syn- 
chronized or set. . 

This setting is done from the central office at some 
hour when the telephone is least likely to be in use— 
say 3 o'clock a. m. The setting requires only a mo- 
ment and is accomplished by a separate current from 
the master clock. 

The operation of the telephone clock ts simple. 
The winding is done by means of dry batteries, which 
energize the magnet and cause it to lift alternately 
two small round weights, each one of which in falling 
once will operate the clock seven and one-half min- 
utes. ni 

The system is said to be absolutely safe. The rent- 
al of the clock is about the same price people pay 
for having clocks cleaned each year. 





RUBBER TREES IN ITALY. 


The india rubber tree grows freely in gardens as an 
ornamental shrub in Southern Italy, and steps are be- 
ing taken to make an industrial business of growing 
it. Prof. Bozzi of the Palermo Botanical Gardens 
exhibited a specimen at Milan recently containing as 
much as 85 per cent of rubber. It is a plant which 
will do with dry weather, but flourishes more with 
irrigation, and as most of the cultivated land of 
Italy is irrigated it should do well if the climate is 
warm enough. The overstocked condition of the 
market for oranges and lemons makes it desirable to 
substitute a more productive crop, and the demand 
for rubber is increasing all over the world. 





IMPROVING POWER TRANSMISSION. 

The employment of 11,000 volts on the line from NI- 
agara to Buffalo was, everything considered, at the 
time a remarkable achievement. In 1898 the highest 
pressure anywhere in the world was 40,000 volts. At 
present there are six lines carrying a voltage of €0,- 
000, two being in California, one in Mexico, one in the 
State of Washington, one between Niagara and To- 
ronto and one between Niagara and Syracuse. These 
range in length from 75 to 218 miles, and two of them 
have been put ia operation only within the last few 
months. Finally, there is promise of a new record 
being made in Southern California. Two or three 
years ago work was undertaken on the Kern River 
with a view to supplying Los Angeles with electric 
power, the capacity of the station being upward of 
26,000 horsepower. It seems to have been the ing

CAMPHOR FARMS FOR THE SOUTH. 

Camphor farmg are the latest addition to the re- 
sources of the Lone Star State. So far there are only 
two, both of which are operated by the Government, 
but Texans confidently expect their State to become 
one of the great camphor producing regions of the 
world. 

The camphory experimental farm at Wharton was 
established nearly a year ago, says the Southwest. 
The shrubs have thrived wonderfully well, and they 
are now as high as a man’s head. 

The process in operation in Formosa for extract- 
ing the camphor is to chop the trees down and cut 
them into small pieces, from which the camphor is 
then distilled. Dr. Watkins will adopt a different 
method in Texas. 

He sows the camphor seeds like wheat or oats, and 
the shrub quickly sprouts. When it has attained @ 
height of about three feet it will be cut down by & 
mowing main at a height of about one foot from 
the ground. he several portions will be put through 
the distilling process and the camphor extracted. 

From the tender stubble other shoots will spring 
up, and the cutting process can be repeated once a 
year for several years. 





GIANT MACHINES—SMALL MEN. 

Ever since George Fritz, in 1872, so improved his 
rolling mill that three men did as much work as 
eight were doing elsewhere, machinery has been 
treating both human skill and human labor with con- 
tempt. Electric motors have worked wonders not 
only in mills but on docks and in mines. All that 
many a workman needs now, says Herbert N. Cas- 
son in Munsey’s Magazine, is an ear to hear an or- 
der, an eye to see an electric button, and a finger to 
touch it. Electricity and the inventor do the rest. 
Dependence upon machinery is becoming almost an 
instinct among the workmen of a steel mill. A boy 
who was sweeping the floor of a Pittsburg mill, for 
example, found his path obstructed by a 10-ton ma- 
chine which had not yet been put in its place. 

“Hello, Jim,” he called to a laborer, “come here 
and move this machine back about ten feet. I want 
to sweep under it.” : 

Jim moved a traveling crane until it stood over the 
machine, and lifted the 20,000-pound obstacle out of 
the way as easily as if it were a box of cigars.

And electricity, which is a 
new force—16 years old in steel mills—will perform its

important. All he got for his zeal was 
a halberd thrust on his chest from the 
Swiss guard, who had been instructed 
by the Pope himself not to allow any 
one to enter his apartment. 

The screams of the Cardinal aroused 
the Pope, who was deep in his reading 
and he opened the door, to find his chief 
assistant nearly murdered. 

When Pius X retires at 10:39 every one 
in the Vatican palace knows that no 
business is impc~tant enough to justify 
disturbing him.

GREEN BUGS AND LICE 
RUIN WHEAT CROP. 


Oklahoma Harvest Will Fall 
Short 40 Per Cent. 


GUTHRIE, 0. T.. May 4.—The pres- 

ent condition of the wheat crop in Ok- 
lahoma, according to an official bulle- 
tin issued by C. A. McNabb. secretary 
of the Oklahoma Board of Agricu/ture, 
is 60.8 per cent and that goats is 30 
per cent.) This showing is the result 
largely of the ravages of the green 
bugs throughout the entire Territory. 

The acreage: of wheat sown in Okla- 
homa last fal] was 8 per cent less than 
that sown in the fall of 100. 

In several of the counties. notably Ca- 
ni idjian, €* OmMmanche and Log: in. there 
Ww il! be practie ally no wheat harvested. 
it is safe to assume that where a dam-

| awe of 5S) per cent or more Is reported 
there will not be enough wheat left to 
pay for the cutting. 


More or less damage by the wheat 
plant louse is reported from all counties 
in the Territory, with the exception of 
Day. The least damage is reported 
from counties in the extreme 
western and northwestern section 
“of “Oklahoma. In the _ counties ip- 
cluding the larger part of the wheat 
growing area the damage by the louse 
ranges from 13. per cent in Woods 
County to 67.8 per cent in Kingfisher 
County. Of 14 reports from Noble 
County the least damage reported is 30 
per cent and the majority of the re- 
mainder double that. One report Says 
that ‘“‘not a binder will be-rtn in Noble 
County this year. 

Reports indicate that 19.64 per cent of 
the original acreage of wheat-has been 
and will be’ plowed up on account of 
the damage by the louse.

M of men ars required to furnish 
this single form of summer 
afternoon @iversion in this broad land 
each year. Writing of professional base- 
ball in its large aspect as the American 
national game—and it surely is that 
—one uses large figures, figures that 
are amazingly large when it is con- 
sidered that they relate to a pastime. 

Surely the club owners of the coun- 
try, from bush league to major league, 
from the strugglers who never can 
quite dismiss payday ‘trom their minds 
to the affluent “magnates” who buy 
players at $5000 and $10,000 per head 
in the certainty that the investment 
will yield big returns—surely these 
men, taken as a class, are.captains of 
sport. 

The National and American Leagues 
pay out more than $300,000 @ year 
each to players, and the Tristate 
League (last year an outlaw league, 
but i.ow in the fold) $100,000. Here 
vou hove $700,009 to add to Mr, Far- 
rell’s $2,700,000, giving a total of §3,- 
400,000 for players’ salaries! 

This figure mst suffice for this-ar- 
ticle. It covers the salary item of 
rofessional leczue baseball in Amer- 
ca. But it dvesn't cover by a good 
many thousan1 dollars the amount 
that is paid “ut each season the coun- 
try over to N.seball players.

IN all parts of the United States are 

| detached teams made up altogether 

or .In part of paid players. The 
number of these teams and the num- 
ber of these players it is impossible to 
determine, but no one who is familiar 
with baseball in its general aspect will 
questien the estimate that the amount 
paid to players by detached teams is 
sufficient to make the grand total of 
the-bDaseball salary item $4,000,000 a year. 

“Six dollars a day for each man just 
about covers railroad and hotel ex- 
penses, and a big league team is on 
ine road about eighty days of each 
season,’’ said a manager who has had 
control of two National League teams, 
when he was asked for an estimate of 
the traveling expenses of a club. 

It is seen by this that the traveling 
expenses ef a National League team are 
mere than $8000 for the season. The ex- 
penses of the 17 players for one day are 
$1(2 and for 8% days they amount to 
$8160. For the entire league of eight 
teams the tetal of traveling expenses 
reaches the tidy little figure of $65,280. 
The expenses of the erican League 
are practically the same. 

Road expenses vary in an extraerdi- 
nary degree in the different leagues. 
Ranking just below the National and 
the American are several leagues in 
which the expenses average $5 a day a 
man, yet there are a few leagues in 
which they don’t exceed $2 a day. Club 
owners in otner leagues int to the 
Connecticut and New England leagues 
as models on this score. With compact 
circuits and trolley transportation, 
these two leagues keep their road ex- 
penses down to an exceedingly modest 
figure, 

Road Expenses Heavy. 

HE road expenses in at least five 
of the minor leagues are $5 a day 
& man. These are the Eastern, 

Western, Southern and Pacific Coast 
leagues and the American Association 
all in Class A of the National Associa- 
tion of Professional Baseball Clubs. The 
teams of these organizations“are on the 
road not less than seventy days in a 
Playing season. so the road expenses of 
each player are $30 a season. 

In these five leagues are 26 clubs, and 
the number of players is 54. Multiply 
$350 by 534 and the result, $186,900, is the 
sum patd out in road expenses In a 
season by the Class A clubs. Here we 
. have a total of $317,400 paid out in a 
Playing season in road expenses, and 
only seven of the leagues, comprising 
v2 clubs, aceounted for.

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SERIOUS DEFECTS IN 
NEW FOOTBALL RULES 








Coach Cochems Points Out Where Weather’ 


Will Be Biggest Factor In the 
Gridiron Game. 


By EDDY COCHEMS. 
Coach of St. Louis University. 


Now that spring practice has begun } only of a basket ball tass of the ball, 


and the Rugby giants have donned the 
moleskin, it is meet that the new rules 
should be considered. After last fall's 
experiences there are few coaches left 


who do not realize the importance of | 


the forward pass. It is indeed the most 
effective play permitted under the re- 
vised rulings. Before this rule was 
embodied in the football code only back- 
ward passes were allowed. 

The rule permitting a forward pass 
was the result of a general public sen- 
timent for more open play and less bru- 
tality. In order to bring this about 
the rules committee determined to in- 
crease the distance to be gained In 
three trials from five to ten yards. How- 
the old rulings of offense made 
this impossible without a concession 
and this concession consisted in the 
right by the team in possession of the 
ball to make a forward /pass—i. e., to 
throw the ball directity forward to a 
player without keeping it In his posses- 
sion. This was restricted to making the 
pass to the two men occupying the end 
positions on the line of scrimmage and 
those players back of the line. This 
grant to the offense was ample and 
adequate to offset the extra five yards 
to be gained, but was practically use- 
less in certain weather conditions. 

It may be well to state right here 
that the game of Rugby is not near 
so susceptible to the element of chance 
conditions as baseball or association 
football, but more of a mathematical 
proposition, Moreover, under the new 


rules. it has become, along its playing 
lines, a happy medium between the 
two. 

Association football, for example, is 
entirely a kicking game, depending on 
cleverness with the feet in projecting 
the sphere toward any destined point 
and ultimately the goal, with the occa- 
sional use of the elbow and head. Base- 
bali ts mostiy a throwing game, depend- 
ant on a good arm, and also on a bat- 
ting eye. To be sure batting -is im- 
portant, but a good pitcher can make 
this factor practically nil. It is a game 
of chance.

Football demands both the kicking 
and throwing elements of both games, 
Besides this, it depends on personal con- 
tact and physical strength in @ marked 
degree.

Back to Old Game. 

Without the use of the forward pass 
and inside - kick, the team is_ forced 
back to “straight” football of the old 
variety, and is usually hopelessly handi- 
capped and especially is this true ‘if the 
team was chosen because of its special 
ability to make the pass and was com- 
posed of light, active men. If it de- 
pends on its wide end runs and trick 
plays it is as hopelessly handicapped, 
since the execution of this style 
pendg on quick turns and much dodg- 
ing, which is unfeasible on wet grounds. 
f a team is compelled to play the 
kicking game the wind will interfere. 
Under these conditions a team may go 
winning all season and, like Chicago last 
fall. run up against a wet dav and be 
beaten by an inferfor team like Minne- 
sota because {!t could not use its tric« 
and end run plays and its forward pass.

The whole trouble with the new rules 
brings up the question of the kind of 
ball to be used It seems queer that 
in all of the deliberations of the rules 
committee they entirely overlooked the 
kind of ball to be used. They did not 
consider the size, weight or form. To 
my mind this is one of the most im- 
portant considerations they could have 
dealt with. Of course, if the ball was 
to be thrown end over end, or, as in 
a basket ball game, the shape of the 
ball or its weight would not he so 
essential, but under the improved 
scientific method of throwing the ball 
used at St. Louis’ University last 
vear the form, size and weight has a 
vyreat deal to do. Moreover, it is abso- 
lutely necessary to throw the ball in 
this manner to bring about the effects 
ret distance and accuracy. 

Change the Ball. 

The point to be brought out by the 
Rules Committee should be this: So 
long as the 10 yards to be gained is a 
constant, the methods of making that 
distance should likewise be as near as 
possible a constant. If the forward pass 
is absolutely depended upon to make 
the five extra yards of the 10, the ball 
should be of such a character that 
every man on the team would be able 
to cast it. It aiso should be thrown itn 
all sorts of weather. The present ball, 
however, is of such a form that but 
one or two men out of 14 or lo Men can 
throw it with any kind- of success. 

In order to make a ball that will meet 
all conditions, it should be made long» 
er by about two or two and one-half 
inches, narrower through the middle by 
an inch or inch and a half, an extra 
lacing or two added and the leatier at 
the middle portions should. be heavier 
and gradually taper to the ends with 
rotund projection at the middle point of 
the ball to exactly fit the average in 
step. This ball would then onger, 
arrower, more spindle-shaped and A 
er of ounces heavier. With a ball 
kind every man on the team 
would be able to grasp it tightiy ci 
throw {t. Moreover, its spindle shape 
and extra lacing, with the additiona! 
weight, would thus give a man @fN, OD- 
portunity to hurl fit anywhere from sixty 
to sixty-five yards. The extra lacing 
would permit also of in and out curves, 
as in baseball, increasing the skill and 
cleverness of the gnme. It’s weight and 
spindle shape would pierce tie heavies' 
wind and go true. fis narrow middle 
proportions would also permit o!

Ald to Kicking. 

But the most beautiful result of all 
would be the kicking side of the game.

on the coals, put in dough, put ‘on the 
lid and fire on the lid and baked. She 
hung the yessels over the fire to boll 
meat, potatoes, cabbage” and other 
things. Our food was simple, but whole- 
some. We drank milk and spice brush 
and sassafras tea. I have seen tea 
made of red sycamore chips. It was 
a long time before coffee and tea came 
into use. Every one made his own 
sugar and molasses in the spring.”

LONDON, May 4.—The Alfred Nobel, 
once the yacht of the famous inventor 
of explosives, has sailed for Cape Col- 
ony, Where she is to begin a _ series 
of salvage operations. One of the first 
cargoes to be salved is that of the 
Dorothea. According to a more or less 
authoritative story, at the beginning of 
the Boer War Presideft| Kruger dis- 
patched $12,000,000 to Europe. The money 
is said to have been stolen en route, 
leven before it left South Africa. It was 
then placed on board the Dorothea 
| bound for Argentine, but the vessel Was 
| wrecked on the African Coast. 
Capt. Gardiner, who is in 
the Alfred Nobel expedition, has lo- 
cated the wreck by means of an in- 
genious instrument for “perusing” the 
sea-bottom from a ship's side. The mem- 
bers of the expedition are of opinion 
that the treasure is still in the wreck, 
and diving operations will commence im- 
mediately after the Alfred Nobel ar- 
rives at the indicated spot. 

The promoters believe that at least 
$30,000,000 is recoverable from ships sunk 
around the South African Coast. Capt. 
Gardiner, who is an expert diver, has 
examined many of the wrecks. , 
Among the lost vessels it is hoped to 
reach is the troopship Merest6n, sunk in 
Saldanha in 18 fathoms of water, and 
still resting on the rocks. She is sup- 
posed to contain $5,000,000 in gold. There

ROME, May 4.—An amazing adventure 
of the poet Gabriel d’Annunzio, who was 
chased by ea spook table, is related by 
the ‘‘Messagero.”’ 

This newspaper declares that fLignor 
d’Annunzio often goes to the villa of the 
Marquis Clement Origo, near Florence, 
to attend spiritualistic seances. During 
his last visit. a small table, from the 
studio of the painter Corcos, was used, 
and the spirit, in response to an invita- 
tion to declare itself, answered in the 
conVé@iat{ional manner by rapping on this 
piece of furniture. 

The spirit introduced itself as that of 
a man who was killed recently in a 
motoring accident,,and immediately pro- 
ceeded to make* the most damaging 
statements against d’Annunzilo, who, 
with his friends, at first smiled, but 
later. began to show obvious uneasiness. 

This troublesome spook was accord- 
ingly switched off, and a second invoked, 
but matters only became worse, for the 
table seemed to be imbued with the 
most violent animosity against the poet. 
It moved steadily in his direction, and 
finally leaped at him “with such violence 
that he was thrown against the wall. 

The Marquis Origo, having calmed the 
table, asked the spirtt for its opinion as 
to d'Annunzio's literary merit. 

“All smoke,’ came the answer, “‘smoke 
which will be speedily dissipated.”

Plunger’s Stock Exchange Seat 
Posted for Transfer.

CHICAGO, May 4 — The finale of 
John W. Gates, “the plunger with cold 
feet,”’ was written on the bulletin 
board of the Board of Trade today when 
Gates’ seat was posted for transfer. 

Brokers gathered about the notice to 
comment on the days when Gates was 
among them. There was sadness all 
about, for he was known as “a good 
thing’ for the Board of Trade and its 


makers. He appeared often enough to 
lose big sums of money. The board 
traders will miss these nice, fat rolls 
that they used to squeeze out of the 
coffers when he attempted to do things 
to the grain market. 

There were a few men in stocks who 
were known as “high rollers’ and they 
made up the ‘‘Gates party” In grain. 
The circle included ‘‘Tinplate Reid, 
Isaac Ellwood, John Lambert and a few 
others. They attempted to follow in 
the footsteps of George H. Phillips and 
corner the corn market a few years 
ago, through Harris, Gates & Co. They 
lost heavily. This movement was fol- 
lowed by a big deal in wheat. The 
“Gates party’’ owned as much as ~»,- 
000.00 bushels of wheat here at one time 
and had a handsome profit, but this 
was turned into a heavy loss—probably 
$3,000,000. This was two years ago. 

This bull movement in wheat proved 
to be the undoing of the entire wheat 
trade of the United States. The “Gates 
party” forced the price to such an alti- 
tude that exports were prohibited and 
the other exporting countries of the 
world sold out their wheat while the 
American farmers were obliged to stand 
by and see their stocks accumulate. 
The Gates bull movement was a fiasco 
in the end and he denied emphatically 
that he was at the helm, It was his 
desire to become a wheat king, but 
with such men as Armour, Patten, Bart- 
lett.

HALIFAX, N. S., May 4.—Imprisoned 
in vast ice fields that completely block 
Cabot's trail between Newfoundland 
and Cape Breton are three large trans- 
atlantic liners and little hopes of sav- 
ing the vessels are entertained. Other 
steamboats in the Montreal and St. 











Lawrence service have been fofced to 


land all passengers and freight, in an 
ineffectual attempt to penetrate the icy 
barrier. ; 
Unable to make any progress. through 
the ice, the Allan Line steamship Sar- 
dinian, from London and Havre, bound 
for Montreal, entered port here yester- 
day =ne landed her 600 passengers. The 
Allan liner Ontarian and the Dominion 
liner Vancouver are imbedded in the 
ice fields, according to the report of 
the passengers and orew of the Sar- 
dinian. The Allan liner Ionian is also 
believed to be securely fastened in the 


ce. 

For a distance of 50 miles over Ca- 
bot’s trail the ocean is a solid mass of 
ice. A thick fog hangs over the coast 
and adds to the danger of navigation. 

Freight Traffic Delayed, - 

As a result of the unexpected delay, 
immense quantities of freight desig- 
nated for Montreal has been held and 
will probably not reach its destination 
for some time. Not for years has the 
opening of the summer service been so 
hindered. Montreal is one of the great- 
est shipping terminals of the continent. 

During the winter the trans-Atlantic 
business of Montreal is suspended on 
account of the ice in the St. Lawrence 
River and Gulf and Halifax, St. John 
and Portland, Me., and Boston are made 
terminal points for liners. 

These steamboats were withdrawn 
from their winter routes in April and 
many of them have sailed from across 
the ocean with unusually heavy car- 
goes, billed for Montreal as, under ordi- 
nary conditions, the season usually 
opens about April 15.

| ~Mr. Nelson contends that men 
Who left their places struck ainst 
tuemselves, inasmuch as they were 
sharers in the profits of the company in 
addition to the weekly or monthly sal- 
aries which they earned. He has also 
said that henceforth the works will be 
run on the “open shop’ plan, which 
means that the unions will not be rec- 
ognized. ; 

Official notice, served on the men 
by Mr. Nelson, is t those who do 
not appear for work Monday morn- 
ing will no longer be considered em- 
ployes of the company and that their 
places will be filled by men willing to 
work under the “Leclaire idea.” 

e Nelson's Position Declared, 


Mr. Nelson made his position plain 
in'a letter to the district council of 
machinists under date of April 30. In 
it he recognized the authority of the 
Union to make conditions for its 
members, but admonished them that 
if these were to be put in force in 
his plant the individual members 
would be cut off from his profit shar- 
oe. Pians in future excepting at his 
will. 


After discussing the demands of the 
union and presenting his claim that the 
organization could not benefit the em- 
ployes in his plant, he said: 

“T will, however, make an altgrnative 
proposition-~one that I dislike to make, 
because I feel very strongly that its ac- 
ceptance would be a sacrifice of the Le- 
claire idea, which I, of course, believe 
to be far in advance of the union 4dea. 
We offer to make an advance in pay 
equal to the advance made by members 
of the St. Louis District Metal Trades 
Association to a’ majority of the total

Mr. Nelson has placed the total number 
at or more.

Litchfield. He says machinists are paid 
as high as $17.60 a week in the plant. I 
do not dispute this, but I want to say 
that the machinists who draw this sal-

ary are numbered ‘one.’ That is, one 
man is paid that salary and he is the 
foreman. In this connection, it may be 
of interest to the general public to,learn 
that machinists—numbers of them—re- 
ceive as low as $10 a week, and these aré 
competent men. 

“The distribution of profits that Mr. 
Nelson talks about is a fairy tale that 
sounds good, but is not productive of 
results to the man who toils all day 
and who has helped to make him a rich 
man. Forty per cent goes to the work- 
er. In cash? No. He gets his portion 
in stock, and stock does not feed hungry 
men, women or children. Twenty per 
cent goes to keep up the streets, lawns, 
and other improvements of his model 
town. I have yet to see the man, wom- 
an or child who could subsist on streets, 
lawns or other improvements. The stock 
is high, when the workman buys it, but 
it shrinks suddenly when he quits or is 
discharged and wants to sell. No one 
on the outside jumps at the chance to 
buy and when it is offered to the ‘Le- 
claire Idea’ it has fallen off until it is 
not worth more than 50 cents on the 
dollar. The man who sells moves away 
and takes with him an entirely new 
‘idea.’ 

“All of. the edicts which Mr. Nelson 
may send out, segting the time within 
which the striking machinists must re- 
turn to their places under nonunion con- 
ditions or be discharged will not affect 
the sttuation in the least. Not a mem- 
ber of the International Union will en- 
ter the plant Monday morning, and the 
union is prepared for a fight that will 
be carried on as long as- there is one 
man who remains loyal to the organ- 
ization. For the union, I say that the 
men believe the ‘union idea’ is better 
than the ‘Leclaire idea,’ and they are 
prepared to stand or fall by it.”

Comer Elected President With 
Full List of Officers 
as Aids. 


At the State convention of the Trav- 
eler's Protective Association at the 
Pianters’ Hotel yesterday, E. H. Harri- 
man, the railroad magnate, was de- 
nounced by F. W. Crandall, chairman 
of the National Railroad Committee of 
tne.7%. P. A. 

In his annual report Mr. Crandall said 
it was Harriman and men like him 
whose methods caused the agitation 
which has resulted in the passage of 
laws fixing railroad rates on a basis 
which prevents the granting of conces- 
sions heretofore allowed traveling men. 

He said the T. P. A. shquid urge the 
national control of railroad rates and 
that if it is found that the rallroads can 
make a profit carrying passesng@rs at 
2 eents a miles, a rate even lower than 
that should be conceded to traveling 
salesmen. 

He advised his fellow members to pro- 
ceed cautiously, but to do everything 
within reason to obtain the concessions 
due them as the best source of pas- 
senger revenue of the railroads. 

He advocated the use of uniform 

-bleck signal systems on all roads and 
abolition of grade crossings, so that the 
percentage of accidents might be re- 
duced.

BERLIN, May 4—The German. an- 
archists ‘are planning an agitation 
against the administration for not per- 
mitting them to hold their convention 
in Offenbach in a hall they had rented 
for the purpose. They held the con- 
vention outside of the city on a bare 
field after being driven about by the 
police from morning until sundown.

The chant of the rag man is not heard 
in the town. Empty and horseless junk 
wagons stand idle along the streets and 
alleys of: the ghetto. There's a lockout 
of the ragmen. Two hundred wagons 
and more than that number of team- 
sters are idle. Rags, bones and old iron 
will be allowed to accumulate until a 
long-standing controversy as to whose 
names licenses to collect junk shall be 
issued in has been settled. 

As it is now, the junk merchants take 
out the licenses in their own names and 
rent them, together with horses’ and 
wagons, to the drivers for 5) cents a 
day. The drivers want the licenses tak- 
en out in their names. 

The merchants say it Is important for 
the licenses to be in their names be- 
cause if they are in the names of the 
drivers, they are useless whenever the 
drivers quit or do not choose to work. 
Some of the drivers have religious 
scruples about; working on Saturday, If 
licenses were in the names of these, 
they could not be used by other less 
scrupulous drivers on Saturday. 

The drivers say that the arrangement 
puts them at the mercy of the mer- 
chants, who can lay them off at any 
time and deprive them of the means 
of making a living. The drivers have a 
union and they say that the real ob- 
ject of the merchants is to replace them 
with non-union men and fill their places 
with boys and negroes. 

The merchants say they will keep the 
wagons idle until the vexing question 
has been settled. Some of the drivers, 
who have saved money, are talking of 
getting wagons and licenses of their 
own.

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VOTERS SAV. TEACE 
CONVICTS TRADE 
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After Temporary Victorv,Labor 
Unions of Michigan Are 
Defsated at the Polls. 


MARQUETTE, Mich., May 4.—The of- 
ficials of the Marquette Penitentiary are 
officially advised from Lansing that the 
amendment to the State Constitution re- 
moving the present prohibition on the 
teaching of trades to convicts in Michi- 
Ban prisons, voted on at the last elec- 
tion, was carried by a majority of ap- 
proximately 40,000 or 50,000. The amend- 
ment found itsS greatest support in*the 
distinctly farming counties. Organized 
labor was generally opposed to the prop- 
osition and voted against it. 

In favor of the amendment it was 
urged that a general prohibition on the 
present system: would in time throw 
the burden of supporting the prisons 
on the taxpayers, whereas at present 
they are to a considerable degree self- 
Supporting. Humanitarian arguments 
were also advanced in favor of the 
proposition. 

By the success of the amendment the 
labor unions lose a long fight. It took 
them many years to enforce the clause 
in the Constitution forbidding the teach- 
ing of mechanical trades, their efforts 
being directed particularly against the 
broommaking contract in the Jackson 
prison. Finally, over a year ago, the 
Supreme Court handed down such a de- 
cision. The Warden of the Jackson 
Penitentiary was instructed to place no 
hew men on the broom contract 

The Warden of the Marquette prison 
was given similar instructions by the 
Attorney-General in regard to the cigar- 
making ‘contract, and it looked as 
though the present system of convict 
labor was going to be abolished.

PENSIONS FOR TEACHERS 





Meeting at Joplin Decides to 
Work for Some Political 
Rights.

JOPLIN, Mo., May 4.—The general 
assembly of the women of Missouri 
—the State Federation of Women's 
Clubs—has adjourned after a _ four- 
days’ session, and the gist of the 
work acomplished is contained in the 
recommendations to the State Legis- 
lative Committee. Since different 


elub women are interested in differ- 
ent subjects the committee on recom- 
mendations has to weigh carefully be- 
fore making decision. The last hour 
of the day of the meeting was re- 
served for the making of the recom- 
mendations—after all the committee 
chairmen had reported. 

The following work was decided 
upon: 

‘That the establishment of juvenile 
courts in small towns is too expensive 
and that instead the appointment of 
a probation officer is suggested. 

That the school nk cmfwyp shrdlu 

That the child labor law and com- 
pulsory school laws be given atten- 
tion as they have been in the last 
two years. The former needs enforce- 
ment and Gov. Folk has so mentioned 
in his last message. Better form is 
desired for the compulsory school law. 

That women be made eligible to po- 
sitions on school boards, 

That strong effort be made to cre- 
ate public sentiment In favor of con- 
stitutional ‘revision or such amend- 
ments to the constitution ‘as will 
make it possible for school teachers 
to be paid annuities or pensions. 

Changes in School System. 

That a bill be prepared to create a 
forestry commission. 

That the federation co-operate with 


the W. C. T. VU. in working for the 
passage of the anti-cigarette bill and 
the Pemberton bill, which will make it 
illegal for a saloon to be located within 
five miles of an educational institution 
which has 1000 students. This is de- 
signed to serve as a protection for the 
State University. 

That—effort be made to arrange for 
county school superintendents. 

This report was unanimously adopted 
and will be sent to the Legislative Com- 
mittees of each of the eight districts 
of the State. The anti-cigarette and 
Pemberton bills are bills upon which 
the W. C. U. has already worked 
with result.

“Dirty cows. drains, barns, uvegsils 
and ether parapjernalia used about 
dairies are sources of bacteria,” he 
said. “It is simple dirt bacteria, but 
that often contains the disease*bear- 
ing species. 

“Bacterta must have moisture, 
warmth and food on which to thrive. 
That is one reason why dairy products 
should be kept cool.’ 

Health Commissioner Bond, in his 
recommendations to dairymen, sug- 
gests that their cattle be kept in sin- 
gle stalls, in a building or room by 
themselves. The building should be 
well lighted and ventilated and the 
stalls free from dirty or musty bed- 
ding. Manure should be covered and 
stored 30 feet outside of the build-

Connie Mack last winter declared him- 
self that no team in the American 
League could win the pennant with a 
line-up of left-hand batsmen, owing to 
the great proficiency of the southpaw 
twirlers in the league. Mack gave that 


man, who is now doing splendid work 
for the Highlanders. 

Fielder Jones, who at present leads 
the American League in batting, with a 
percentage of .430, Is a left-hand batter. 
Next to Jones of the Sox, comes Jiggs 
Donahue, another left-hander, with an 
average of .378 per cent. After Donahue, 
Pat Dougherty steps in, far down the 
list with .229 per cent. With the excep- 
tion of Eddie McFarland, a right-hand- 
er, who has .214 per cent, all the others 
are below the .200 mark.

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HE “Phantom Auto” has now been ex- 
plained. The gray apparition, rushing 
along the road with weird speed and 

ghostly silence,*striking terror in the breasts 
of residents of the western suburbs, has turned 
out to be merely the big gray autos of several 
well-known St. Louisam) returning from jaunts 
in the country. 

St. Louis is not alone in possessing a “ghost 
automobile.” Big gray autos, dashing through 
lonely stretches of road in the dead of night, 
have given rise to the same uncanny story in 
every large city in the country. 

Coupled with vifld stories of the noiseless, 
fiying cars of ghostly no-substance, there have 
been related in St. Louis for six months gro- 
tesque tales of a “headless chauffeur,” muffled 
in “a great sable cloak,” or a lone figure at. the 
steering wheel, his strangely begoggied eyes in- 
tent on the road ahead as he leaned far over 
the hood of the gigantic machine, traveling at a 
rate of speed that would leave the fastest ex- 
press far behind. 
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Among the gray autos of St. Louis are the 
machines of Robert Walsh, Charles. Scullin and 
D. R. Calhoun. They are of High power. 

Late at night or early in the morning the 
country and suburban roads are free of vehicles 
and the path is clear for the belated autoist. 
Superstitious persons, alone on stretches ot 
country road, silvered by moonlight and devoid 
of habitations, are thrown into frantic fear by 
a glimpse of such a big machine, appearing sud- 
denly out of the night and disappearing just as 
swifly. Imagination, fear-inspired, invests the 
spectacle with weird de‘ails, such as the “‘head- 
less chauffeur” or the “frightful speed” which 
have been described by persons who claim to 
have seen “the ghost.” 

It is natural that the sudden dash of the ma- 
chine should convey the impression of startling, 
almost inhuman Speed to a@ mind all afiutter 
with terror. It is natural that a superstitious 
person, thus Surprised, should imagine he saw 
some fantastic, supernatural figure at te wyccl 
of the rushing machine Any man ina big over- 
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coat, with the collar turned up to the edges of 
his cap, might give the impression, in the weird 
light of the moon, of a “headless” apparition. 

On the other hand, were the chauueur, though 
indulging his desire for speed, keeping a sharp 
lookout for pedestrians or vehicles in front, 
thus bringing his head sharply into relief against 
the misty night sky, he might easily be dis- 
torted by frightened eyes into an inhuman fig- 
ure, craning far to the front and exposing a 
marvelous countenance, marked by immense 


goggles, unlike mre ever seen on flesh 
and blood face road daylight. 


The idea of a “ghost anto” was made all the 
more grewsome because of the fatalities which 


have occurred in the Vicinity of -...ose spots 
where the impressionable persons saw the gray 


cars pass. It occurred to manvr of «azem nat 
the driver of the “specter machine’ must be 
the wraith of some poor feHow who met his 
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death when his car plunged down the embank- 
ment at “Death Valley” or elsewhere on the 
lonely suburban roads. 


Among those who were puzzled by the 
strange auto, but convinced of its supernatural 
character, is John Day, a traveling salesman, 
who lives in Tuxedo. He was returning from 
a social evening at the home of friends, and 
when on the Big Bend road near the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad tracks, he saw “a dim white ob- 
ject” approaching over the road. He stepped 
aside to let it pass and a machine, gray and 
ghostly, flew by, noiselessly and with the speed 
of the wind, it seemed to him. He told of his 
experience When he reached home, but his 
roommate laughed at him, doubting the story. 

The next evening Day was strolling in the 
woods near the same locality, He was thinking 
of the peculiar incident of the night before and 
with a little shiver he glanced over his shoul- 
der. His bloed ran cold. The same white ap- 
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parition, in the dim, shadowy road, was bearing 
down upon him. He leaped from the road and 
fell prostrate on his face on the ground. He 
waited a moment until he felt sure the thing 
had passed. Then he hurried home. 

One venerable representative of the colored 
race who conducts a truck garden sear the Big 
Bend road, claims to have been passed by a 
ghost auto. His Nanie is Steven Peterson and 
he is firm in the belief that what he saw was 
supernatural. Peterson had been sitting up 
with a sick friend on the-night of Oct. 10 and 
was on his way home early in the morning. 

He says he saw an immense ghostly automo- 
bile, driven by “‘an unearthly figure,” in a black 
cloak and “without a head,” dash past him, 
leaving no dust in its wake and making no 
sound save the peculiar bugs. He took to his 
heels and did not pause until the shelter of his 
home was reached, where he found his entire 
family out of bed, their eyes wide with fear, 
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talking in terror-stricken ‘whispers of the ap- 
parition which had passed him and: which they 
had seen from the house. 

“Hit shore waz a spook,” says Peterson, shak- 
ing bis head emphatically. Now the “auto 
man” is the bogey which colored mothers in 
that neighborhood use to frighten their. off- 
spring into obedience.

is for the city to go into the 
‘‘shoestring’’ business. The idea 


is to secure an additional maxi- 
mum of population by annexa- 
tion of the minimum of territory. 


The thing to do, many think, 


is to reach out into St. Louis 
County. The city limits have 
not been extended for more than 


thirty years. 
LOOK at the map of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County wilt show 


A the city spreading over a well- 
defined cllipse of territory, but having 
within iis boundaries some sections un- 


desirable for residence. building and not 


practically ‘Available for commrercital 
purposes. 

Another scrutiny of the map will ex- 
pDiain how St. Louis could annex ‘‘shoe- 
string’ strips of territory running out 
into the county and thereby take for 
its own census and tax books the most 
populous. portions of the county. The 
Missourl Pacific, Wabash, Iron Moun- 
tain, Frisco and Burlington railroads 
and the electric trolleys are develop- 
ing and building up the county. Pop- 
Viation also parallels the numerous his- 
¢orieal Nighway's. 

These lines of population run out into 
the county from St. Louis Ike the ribs 
of @ fan or in a section of a circle 
like the main feathers of a peacock’s 
tall, They radiate through the best 
portion of St. Louis County. They are 
the antennae of a live issue, and are in 
feet a proper part of the City of St. 
Loulg. 

For tnstance, take the “shoestring” 
strip from a half miljé to a mile wide 
over which runs the Missouri Pacific 
raijroad.

This “shoestring” strip. annexed to 
the city of St. Louis, would place some 
of the best suburban homes and resi- 
dence towns and parks within the city 
limits, would add greatly to ‘the St. 
Louis reputation for beautiful homes, 
and at the same time would serve the 
all-important object of increasing the 
population. 3 

Consider the population of these tit- 
tle cities. Webster Groves has a clean 
5000, Maplewood at ieast 4000, Kirk- 
wood at least 400, Valley Park 700; 
some of the other places very few, but 
most of them hundreds of inhabitants. 
The towns and stations named in this 
belt will crowd 25.000. at a conserva- 
tive estimate. Annexing th« “shoestring” 
would, it is claimed. cause a 1°0-per- 
cent Increase of population in those jo- 


calities in che first year. This, too. is 
a conservative estimate, for Maplewood 
and Kirkwood have lately been doing 
almost as well as that, though in St. 
Louis County. 

On the Gravois rock road, a little far- 
ther south, are Sappington and Affton. 
Again to the south, are the Union and 
Lemay rock roads. ose to the river 
are Luxemburg and bring, and the 
Iron Mountain Railway could carry the 
city still further southward to the 
Jefferson County line. 

North of the first “shoestring” line 
runs Manchester road. The Crayton 
read, more to the north, leads to Clay- 
ton, Price and Dwyer. Farther north 
is the Olive Street road and then the 
St. Charles rock road, taking in As- 
calon, Elmwood Park, Lackland, Strat- 
man, De Hodiamont and Wellston. 
Farthes{ north are the Natural Bridge 
road. and the Bellefontaine road, and 
running across the county to the 
northeast are the Wabash and Burling- 
ton railroads. Jennings Heights~ and 
Normandy Heights are two settle- 
ments. Creve Ceeur is reached by the 
Rock Island and Missouri Pacific rail- 
roads and by a trolley. 

Trolley lines run close to many of 
these rock highways and in many 
places parallel the steam railroads. 
One line runs fron Wellston to the 
Missouri River, w..ere it crosses to 
St. Charlies. There is a line from De 
Hodiamont to Kirkwood, one from For- 
est Park, connecting with a line at 
Brentwood, and a line from Maplewood 
to Meramec Highiands. 


Miles of Trolley Lines. 


The United Railways, before the con- 
solidation with the Suburban, had a 
total of about fifty miles of trolley 
lines in the county.

The @stimated wealth of 
the county is now about $60,000,008, or 
an average of close to $5000 to the fam- 
ily. . ‘The larger towns in the laterals 
named have gas, water, electric lights 
and trolley lines. 

The county has more than 250 miles 
of macadam road, a great part of which 
is located in the “shoestring” strips of 
greatest population, and there are 
close to 900 miles of free mali delivery. 
There is a combined mileage of almost 
200 milea of steam and electric roads, 
located principally on the laterals, 
which it would be to the interest of 
s+ Louis to annex.
